High Officials Say Congress May Kill What 
Remains of OPA When It Re- 
convenes in January. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
Congress may kill OPA in Janu- 
ary, some high Administration of- 
ficials said today, but they added 
that by then only a slim list of 
scarce, badly needed items in ad, 
dition to rent will remain under 
ceilings. 

As if to give strength to this 
forecast, OPA took its price thgs 
from cosmetics and a long list of 
non-food products today in a quick 
follow-up to last midnight’s sweep- 
ing food and beverage decontrol. 
Together the two actions swept 
overboard another big segment of 
wage control because the Govern- 
ment applies its pay curbs only 
when higher price ceilings are in- 
volved, : 
Statisticians said that in the 
case of food and restaurant in- 
dustries alone, 1,500,000 workers 
were cut loose from wage control. 
On the food list, only sugar, 
sirups and rice remain under OPA. 
Because of the soap and paint 
shortages, OPA retained controls 


over linseed oi] and 16 other ined- 
ible oils used in making soap and 
paint, 

Frankly acknowledging there is 
widespread belief in the Govern- 
ment that Congress will come 
back primed to knock out OPA 
quickly and f nally, one high offi- 
cial said the policy between now 
and year’s end will be to get rid 
of ceilings rapidly but in orderly 
sequence.

U.S. Marines Guarding U.N. Do It 


So Well They Delay First Session 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (UP)—The 
United States Marines landed in 
Flushing Meadows yesterday and 
shortly had the situation so well 
in hand that their “security pre- 
cautions” delayed the opening of 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly for 15 minutes, 

The delay was caused by the in- 
ability of a secretariat messenger, 
a one-legged American war vet- 
eran, to gain admission to the 
Flushing Meadows Hall where the 
assembly met. 

The messenger was carrying 
mimeographed copies of the open- 
ing address of assembly President 
Paul-Henri Spaak. Secretary Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie ordered the ses- 
sion delayed until the copies ar- 
rived so that an English transla- 
tion of the speech could be dis- 
pensed with. 

However, the messenger, unable 
to persuade the Marines to let 
him in, had to walk half a mile 


around the periphery of the 
grounds before he could get into 
the hall. 

Another guard refused to per- 
mit Andrei Y. Vishinsky, Soviet 
delegate, to enter the delegates’ 
lounge. The astonished Vishinsky 
was identified by a member of the 
secretariat and finally was allowed 
to pass. 

Another guard refused to per- 
mit Jo Davidson, the sculptor, to 
enter the grounds, although he 
was invited by Lie. Davidson re- 
turned home. His pass had been 
sent to the wrong gate. 

Reporters, photographers and 
friends of delegates also found 
themselves plagued by security of- 
ficers at every turn.

The 
WLRB had asked that the com- 
pany be required to “cease and 
desist. from certain unfair labor 
practices” and to offer reinstate- 
ment, with back pay, to-six dis- 
charged employes. The decision 
denying the Board’s motion was 
written by Judge Archibald K. 
Gardner, with Judges Joseph W.

A company spokesman said to- 
day the smelter at Herculaneum, 
Mo., employing 325 to 350 work- 
ers, would be automatically closed 
tomorrow, because of lack of con- 
centrates. The spokesman feared 
at first that the smelter of the 
American Smelting & Refining 
Co. at Alton, Ill., which takes two- 
thirds of the mine concentrates, 
also would be shut down for the 
same reason, but later the com- 
pany learned that the Alton plant 
has a stock on hand which will 
enable it to run for some time, 

L, T. Sicka, general manager of 
the mining firm, which has offices 
at Bonne Terre, Mo., and New 
York, said that concentrates had 
been used to the limit all sum- 
mer for the Herculaneum plant. 

The strike began yesterday in 
the Leadwood division of the 
company when 675 men walked off 
their jobs. The production work- 
ers in three other divisions, in- 
cluding those at Mine La Motte, 
Mo. in Madison County, joined 
in the strike later in the day. 

The original trouble arose be- 
tween a foreman and a miner on 
Oct. 10, In a company statement 
issued yesterday officials stated, 
“the man failed to obey the in- 
structions of the foreman in a case 
of obvious insubordination. The 
foreman submitted the case to 
arbitration and union stewards 
at Leadwood agreed with local 
management that the discharge of 
the man was fully justified.”

“If a speaker must hesitate be- 
fore uttering his thoughts,” the 
court said, “if he must weigh and 
nicely balance every word so as 
to determine whether what he is 
about to say is permitted or for- 
bidden, the guaranty tendered by 
the Constitution is little more 
than theoretical.” 

NLRB Director's Comment. 

In Washington Louis Silverberg, 
NLRB information director, said 
the ruling of the Eighth Circuit 
Court at St. Louis was similar to 
decisions of the Supreme Court 
and other appellate courts, and to 
the position of the board itself. 

“If an employer’s speech is free 
of threats, it is privileged, and not 
subject to prosecution under the 
Wagner Labor Act,” he said. 

“In the St. Louls case the court 
undoubtedly differed from the 
board’s interpretation and ap- 
praisal of the facts involved.”

Truman Greets Each U.N. Delegate 
In Long Handshaking Reception

NEW YORK, Oct. 24 (AP) — 
President Truman topped off his 
formal welcome to the United Na- 
tions General Assembly last night 
with old-fashioned American hand- 
shaking in the gaily decorated 
starlight roof of the Waldorf- 
Astoria hotel. 

A long line of delegates and V.N. 
workers and their wives paraded 
past the President and Mrs. Tru- 
man. 

Russian Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov took more time than most 
of the others. Through an inter- 
preter, he told the President, “I'm 
delighted to see you,” and the 
President responded, “It’s a pleas- 
ure.” 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
also paused to chat at some length 
with Truman. 

Shortly after Molotov left the 
receiving line a reporter asked 
him if he was “optimistic.” 

“Why shouldn't I be optimistic?” 
Molotov replied with a smile. 

The President, attired in striped 
trousers and a short black jacket, 
and Mrs. Truman, in a long formal 
black dress, stood ’in front of a 
screen draped with ferns, with the 
American flag and the President’s 
flag just behind them. 

Maj. Gen. Harry Va ghan, his 
Military aide, and Capt. James H. 
Foskett, naval aide, stood to each 
side.

That group alone 
was clad in native garb. 

President Truman's speech, while 
lacking nothing in warmth, was 
business-like, and not of a nature 
to invoke enthusiastic demonstra- 
tion. His statements, particularly 
those in behalf of lasting peace, 
were greeted with firm applause 
on occasion, but the applause was 
never prolonged or powerful, 

Applause by Gromyko, 

Early in the speech, it was noted 
that Gromyko applauded loudly 
when the President, standing at 
the rostrum directly in front of 
him and Molotov, asserted that 
freedom from fear of war is at- 
tainable now, emphasizing the last 
word with an emphatic gesture. 
Gromyko, as his natign’s spokes- 
man, has been at odds with Amer- 
ican proposals in the U.N. Atomic 
Energy Commission, where effort 
is being made to outlaw atomic 
arms and other destructive weap- 
ons. 

The coincidence which placed 

the President directly in front of 
Molotov and Gromyko was 
brought sharply into focus, when 
he dealt briefly but pointedly 
with the problem of veto rights 
and control of atomic energy. On 
those subjects, observers agreed, 
-his’ words were directed chiefly 
at the Soviet Union, where United 
States views have met with oppo- 
sition. 
The Soviet Union has made re- 
peated use of the veto in Security 
Council affairs, and President 
Truman's declaration that “the ex- 
ercise of neither veto rights nor 
majority rights can make peace 
secure” was interpreted as a 
thrust in that direction. 

As to the:actual préblem of 
atomic energy, the President again 
was speaking at eye level to the 
chief American opposition as he 
stressed the need of devising in- 
ternational controls. The concill- 
ating words that followed were 
important to the entire Assembly, 
but certainly most significant to

The Spanish case, orginially 
brought before the Security Coun- 
cil last April by Poland in a de- 
mand for a worldwide diplomatic 
break with the Franco govern- 
ment, now lies dormant on the 
Council’s agenda.

PRICES OF MORE 
FOODS UP; MEAT IN 
DOWNWARD TREND 


Continued From Page One. 


said they would raise prices of 
mixed drinks only if wholesale 
prices go up. 

Price of wheat, which has been 
decontrolled for some time, has 
gone up 12 cents a bushel in the 
last six weeks, so flour will go up 
25 or 30 cents per 100 pounds, it 
was reported. This would mean 
the housewife would pay 1 or 2 
cents more for a five-pound bag. 

Whether the retail price of 
bread will be affected was  un- 
certain. Two bakeries said they 
expected no increase because of 
keen competition im the bread 
field, but a third said an increase 
would be necessary when higher 
wholesale prices are felt on re- 
plenishment of supplies in about 
two weeks, 

Certain “sweet goods” and 
other bakery products will go up 
without delay, bakers said, point- 
ing out that shortening had ad- 
vanced from 8 to 43 cents a 
pound. Products which were dis- 
continued because of the hign 
cost of coconut, chocolate or but- 
ter will reappear, but at higher 
prices. 

Yesterday’s announcement that 
price controls were being elimi- 
nated brought predictions from in- 
dustry spokesmen that Hving costs 
would be little affected, but the 
promptness with which prices of 
some food items were raised con- 
tradicted this optimism. 

A bright spot in the cost-of-liv- 
ing picture was provided by a 
drop in retail meat prices today. 
Several markets reduced prices 
about 10 per cent, and on a few 
cuts prices were not far above for- 
mer ceiling levels. Leg of lamb, 
on which the OPA ceiling was 57 
cents, was labeled 59 cents in one 
market; porterhouse steak, which 
sold for 62 cents under price con- 
trol, was reduced from 98 to 89 
cents, and pork chops, on which 
the ceiling was 45 cents, dropped to 
69 cents, 

Bacon, however, remained 
scarce, and when it could be 
found was priced 95 cents a pound; 
the OPA price was 46 cents. 

Butter went up 4 cents a pound 
in a number of stores today, sell- 
ing for 93 to 95 cents, as a result 
of higher wholesale quotations. 
Oleomargarine was hard to find. 
Eggs went down 5 cents a dozen, 
and poultry was 5 cents a pound 
lower, 

Butter Up Again. 

On the wholesale market, butter 
went up from % to 1 cent a pound 
today, but eggs dropped from 1 
to 2 cents a dozen. 

At National Stockyards, cattle 


prices opened $1 higher than yes- 
terday, with $28 per hundred- 
weight the top price. Veal calves 
were up $1, the top being $23; 
hogs were off 50 cents to $1, with 
$24 the top, and sheep and lambs 
were steady to 50 cents higher, the 
top being $22. 

Livestock receipts totaled 12,800 
head, and congestion had eased 
sufficiently to permit relaxation 
of an embargo on through ship- 
ments, Shippers were informed 
that through consignments would 
be handled here as conditions per- 
mit, but arrangements for han- 
dling must be made in advance. 


Livestock Receipts Drop and 
Prices Turn Upward. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 24 (AP)—Live- 
stock receipts generally dropped to 
the lowest level since price con- 
trols were removed 10 days ago 
and prices consequently turned 
upward today on most markets 
and in most classes. Terminal 
markets expected to have their 
jammed yards cleared by this 
weekend.

or reduced,

Senator Thomas of Okla-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
Senator Elmér’ Thomas (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, said today that politics 
may have been the cause of the 
recent sharp break in_ cotton 
prices, , 

“If my state goes Republican in 
November,” he said at the open- 
ing of an Agriculture Committee 
investigation of the market drop, 
“it will be largely because of this 
incident and OPA.” 

He added that Oklahoma, cotton 
farmers suspect the decline last 
week “wag brought about deliber- 


ately .for political effect.” 

“Oklahoma cotton farmers think 
they have been unfairly treated 
and think the Government should 
do something about it,” he saté. 
“If it doesn't, they think the Gov- 
ernment ought to be changed.” 

The Senator, who is chairman of 
the Agriculture Committee,  re- 
turned last night from his home 
state. 

Texan a Witness. 

J. E) MacDonald, Texas State 
Agriculture Commissioner and 
first witness at the hearing, said he 
agreed with Thomas that the mar- 
ket break which carried cotton 
down from 39 to 32 cents a pound 
“will have a political effect on 
the administration now in power.” 

“T don’t think we ever had any- 
thing in Texas that caused as 
much indignation as this break in 
cotton that took millions of dollars 
in purchasing power out of the 
farmers’ pockets,” MacDonald said. 

MacDonald declared that OPA’s 
unfilled “threat” last January to 
place price ceilings on the 1946 
cotton crop was responsible for a 
large drop in acreage planted. 

He said he was convinced that 
all controls should be removed 
from cotton, which he \ described 
now as “half controlled and half 
decontrolled.” * 


Forced Liquidation Case. 


Without mentioning him by 
name, Fhomas recalled newspaper 
accounts tracing the cotton break 
to forced liquidations by Thomas 
L. Jordan, New Orleans cotton 
trader. 

Thomas and MacDonald agreed 
that no one man should be per- 
mitted to engage in trading to

Tom Linder,

Klemme, professor of surgery at 
St. Louis University. 

The operation alleviates the 
severe shoulder pain associated 
with angina, Dr. Klemme told the 
annual convocation of the col- 
lege’s United States chapter, and 
reduces the incidence of coronary 
vasospasm—the final, fatal seizure 
of angina pectoris. 

Unlike former operations of the 
type, Dr. Klemme said, it does not 
leave the patient with an affected 
eye and a permanent pain in 
shoulder and side. He may return 
to an almost totally normal life. 

The 30-minute operation involves 
removal of four ganglia, links in 
the nerve network radiating 
through the chest. The_ former 
technique called for removal of a 
single, different ganglion. 
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“It is simpler than the former 
operation,” Dr. Klemme told re- 
porters following his address, 
“and the risk is practically nil. It 
is fair to assume that future at- 
tacks may be prevented.” 

His process was evolved during 
a series of experiments on dogs 
over a four-year period before it 
was applied to human beings.

ARGENTINE SENATE ENACTS 
1196 LAWS IN SINGLE SESSION 


BUENOS AIRES (AP) — The 
national senate set what may be 
a world speed record in legisla- 
tion, enacting 1196 laws in a 
single session, at the rate of 20 
per minute. 

They were the decrees of the 
revolutionary. Government be- 
tween 1943 and 1946, which had 
to be approved by Congress to be- 
come permanent legislation. 

One of the few which was not 
approved would have established 
a registry of all non-Catholic 
clergymen. It would “also have 
prohibited the establishment of 
non-Catholic mission in Indian 
reservations. The decree, which 
was never put into effect, was 
labelled as unconstitutional by 
Diego Luis Molinari, majority 
leader in the Senate.

Boxer Eddie Lee 
Dies of Injuries 


In Plane Crash 


TERRELL, Tex., Oct. 24 (UP)— 
Eddie Lee, the game little Chinese- 
American who was a familiar fig- 
ure in Texas boxing rings, is dead 
today. 

The St. Louis fighter died in a 
Terrell hospital late yesterday 
from injuries suffered when his 
light plane crashed near Canton, 
Tex., early in the day. He was en 
route to Arkansas from Houston 
when the crash occurred. 

Funeral arrangements are await- 
ing the arrival of Lee’s mother 
from St. Louis. Lee also is sur- 
vived by a sister and two broth- 


ers. 


Lee, 28 years old, was colorful 
and was popular with St. Louis 
fight fans. He got his start about 
10 years ago in a novice tourna- 
ment promoted by the Post-Dis- 
patch. He then turned pro under 
the management of the Johnny 
Connolly, fighting his first pro 
fight in Jersey City at the Brad- 
dock Arena in 1937. 

The next two years Lee spent 
mostly in Miami and West Palm 
Beach, Fia., fighting there as well 
as in Texas and back in Jersey 
City.

Merger Nearly Completed. 


What remains to be done in the 
merger is largely the formality of 
passing title. Reorganization man- 
agers, three New Yorkers, pro- 
posed by representatives of the 
Alton security holders, were re- 
jected by United States District 
Judge John P. Barnes at Chicago 
Monday. He held that the 
managers should be residents of 
northern Illinois, and called for 
new nominations. However, there 
may be relatively little for the 
managers to do, as in the mean- 
time Judge Barnes has directed 
Henry A. Gardner, bankruptcy 
trustee of the old Alton, to take 
stéps to effect the plan of winding 
up that corporation. 

In a hearing Oct, 15 Judge 
Barnes, according to press dis- 
patches, gaid: “In my opinion, 
this railroad will be back in the 
courts in Memphis or some other 
place within a few years. Some 
time or other the financial struc- 
ture of the Alton Railroad will be 
overturned.” 

Persons interested in the merger 
were puzzled by this remark, in- 
asmuch as the Alton will no longer 
exist, Tigrett, in a formal state- 
ment yesterday, commenting on 
other phases, evidently had this in 
mind. He said: 

“That bankruptcy proceedings 
(of the Alton) were concluded 
in such a short time was due 
principally to the almost unani- 
mous support of the security and 
stockholders of both the Alton 
and G. M. & O. and to prompt 
action on the part of the court 
and the ICC.

You don’t have to be pro- 
Russian to realize this. It is 
simply a matter-of fact. I base 
this statement on observation and 
conversation with hundreds of 
Russians, 

In five years I have never heard 
a Russian say he did not believe 
in his government or that he did 
not believe his government was 
the best for Russia. 

In five years I have never heard 
a Russian even suggest he would 
prefer some other kind of govern- 
ment to the one he has. 

Foreigners interested in long- 
term friendship with Russia and 
in maintaining a strong interna- 
tional organization to keep the 
peace should realize that there 
are few regimes anywhere in the 
world as strongly entrenched with 
the people as is the one here. 


No Questions Raised. 

Actions of its representatives 
in international meetings never 
are even questioned. They are 
simply accepted as being correct. 

A Russian citizen does not even 
consider the possibility of his lead- 
er making a mistake or pursuing 
the wrong course. 

From time to time in conversa- 
tions I have questioned this loyal 
following of the leaders’ decisions 
and always have been told more 
or -less the same thing: - 

“Our course is based upon no 
snap judgments but upon sound 
theories, well thought-out and 
founded on facts, in the best in- 
terests of the broad masses of 
people. We know we are right.” 

Foreign propaganda aimed at 
the Soviet Union in the form of 
Radio, newspapers, books or maga- 
zines might do much to give the 
Russian people some idea of how 
people live in foreign countries or 
how their governments operate, 
but the suggestion that it might 
have any effect upon the Russian 
government or its decisions is 
wholly lacking in realism. 


Red Soldiers Unaffected. 
In the United States, Britain 


and Sweden, during five months 


away from Russia, I found con- 
siderable belief that Russian 
soldiers who had seen other 
countries had come back home 
affected, in some way—critical or 
with “ different from those 
they held when they left. This 
may be true in some individual 
cases, but in the great mass of 
them it simply is not true. They 
come back very proud of their 
army and its powers in defeating 
their enemies, and in being part 
of this army. 

Britain has been publishing a 
weekly newspaper here in the 
Russian language since early in 
the war. It is read by many 
Russians and they, perhaps, have 
a better understanding of Eng- 
land, 

The United States has been 
circulating two magazines here 
since midway through the war, 
However, one editoria] in Pravda 
or one speech by any Russian 
leader could, overnight, wipe out 
any impression these publications 
might seek to implant here. 

I don't mean to suggest that 
any of these publications try to do 
anything more than present the 
American and British ways of life. 
They definitely do not and are 
not allowed to  propagandize 
against the Russian way of life. 

Broadcasts to Russia. 

Britain since last winter has 
had a Russian-language broadcast 
beamed at the Soviet Union. The 
United States is planning such a 
service, 

Some persons listen to these 
broadcasts. The Russian people 
have short wave radios in plenty 
of homes and they are entirely 
free to listen to whatever they 
want, 

These B.B.C. broadcasts I’ve 
heard never seem to slant the 
news toward Russia. They mere- 
ly give it factually. It is impos- 
sible to gauge what effect this has 
on the Russian people.

American plans could improve on

Mr. Truman Before UN 


For the most part, the President restated old 
American ideals, such as reliance on free and 
frank discussion, in his address at the opening 
of the United Nations Assembly. That is no 
criticism, however, since it is altogether desir- 
able that our ideals be restated frequently and 
particularly so in the international field. In this 
instance, moreover, they were well stated in 
simple words. The text at times read like Mr. 
Truman’s late predecessor, and the passage 
about the four freedoms, of course, was taken 
bodily from Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

This is not to say that the President avoided 
specific international issues. On the contrary, 
he took up the important problems, such as the 
veto power in the Security Council, and gave 
his views, if briefly, on each one. He did not 
mention Russia by name, as the offender in use 
of the veto, but then he did not need to. When 
he said that the rule of unanimous accord among 
the five permanent members imposes a special 
obligation on them, and again when he said that 
members should use the council as a means for 
promoting settlement of disputes as well as for 
airing them, it was plain that Soviet practices 
were under review. 

On the possibility of another World War, Mr. 
Truman spoke in terms similar to those of 
Marshal Stalin and Secretary Byrnes. Fears 
have been aroused over the world, but these 
fears are unwarranted and unjustified. The 
American people, like other peoples, have had 
more than enough of war. All peoples now 
know the suffering it causes. Since the con- 
tinued spreading of rumors and pessimistic pre- 
dictions hampers international recovery, talk on 
this vital theme should be responsible as well as 
free. : 
The President correctly described the feeling 
of the American people when he said that they 
“are troubled by the failure of the Allied Nations 
to make more progress in their common, search 
for lasting peace.” And he was wholly right in 
separating the operations of UN in the future 
from the responsibility of the Allied Nations to 
work out solutions at the Peace Conference to 
the problems directly bequeathed by the war. 

In short, the Allied Nations must settle their 
major problems before UN can fairly be ex- 
pected to begin its long-term guardianship of 
the peace. The gravest obligation of all, as Mr. 
Truman said, is to establish international control 
for atomic energy so that it will be used for 
peaceful purposes only. This is first business 
until it is achieved. 

But the world and the United States in par- 
ticular have come a long way, despite the many 
differences that plague international action. As 
the President put it, “our seat was empty” at 
the first meeting of the League of Nations after 
World War I. This time the United States is 
both member and host—a fact which in itself 
goes a long way to justify the Chief Executive's 
pledge of the full limit of American strength to 
a “just and lasting peace.” 
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Why the Opposition? 
Like the county municipalities, St. Louis

County Court contends that the merger

consumers in the county.” Where's the proof? 
There is every indication that the merged opera- 
tions would be more economieal than either 
alone. Further, it is charged that Laclede 
already serves an area “beyond its capacity eco- 
nomically to provide gas fuel.” Is Union Elec- 
tric, offering a partly competitive service in a 
still larger area, over-extended? What about 
the metropolitan gas companies in larger cities 
than this community? By solemn judgment of 
St. Louis County Court, they are inefficient. 

What it boils down to, we suspect, is simply 
an automatic and irrational resistance to any 
move favored by the City of St. Louis—a vague 
fear that a gas merger is somehow a wedge for 
government merger of city and county. 

Manifestations of that bogy are sometimes 
merely funny. It will not be funny if someone 
picks up County Gas at so high a price that rates 
can be reduced very little or not at all when 
straight natural gas comes. In fact, it will be a 
little on the tragic side for some political careers 
if, when Laclede fulfills its promise to the gjty, 
county consumers are left high and cold. 
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Red Hunt at the U. of Missouri 


State Senator Williams of Cassville, who has 
been all steamed up about MVA’s iniquitous 
character, is now in a lather over the teaching 
of Communism at the University of Missouri. 
The Senator doesn’t have any first-hand knowl- 
edge, but reports have come to him that some 
of the professors are waving the red flag of 
revolution. He wants the facts. 

Although we whiff a suggestion of Republican 
campaign stunt in the Senator’s well-timed con- 
cern, we gladly join him in his quest for truth. 
We too want the facts. And we are glad to see 
that the university authorities at Columbia are 
ready and eager to present them to a legisla- 
tive committee. 

But we are especially glad to read Dean El- 
mer Ellis’s remark that the University of Mis- 
souri in its courses in government, history and 
economics tries “to examine all important types 
of government.” In this day and age, a state 
university which did not do that would not be 
worth a penny of the taxpayers’ money. 

The Cassville legislator apparently thinks 
that examination of Communism and advocacy 
of it are one and the same. Somebody should 
send him a copy of “Communism in Action,” a 
new publication of the Library of Congress. A 
factual report, prepared at Government ex- 
pense, it was requested officially by a fellow 
Republican, Representative Dirksen of Illinois. 
If Mr. Dirksen has a Communistic streak, he 
has been most successful in hiding it to date. 

Seriously, however, a warning to Senator Wil- 
liams is in order. He is getting into risky busi- 
ness. Back in 1935, Charles R. Walgreen, chain 
drug store operator, took out after the Univer- 
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sity of Chicago for “Communistic activities,” 
caused his niece to cancel her enrollment and 
brought on an investigation by the Illinois Sen- 
ate. He soon was so ashamed of the whole af- 
fair that he gave the university $550,000! 
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John L. Lewis’s Tactics 

If the leader of a vital industry sent word to 
a Cabinet member to meet him in a certain city 
on a certain date or else expect a shutdown of 
the industry, the whole nation would be up in 
arms at such presumption, and very properly so. 

If the leader of a union in a vital industry 
sends such a message to a Cabinet member, the 
presumption is just as great, and resentment is 
just as much in order. Such a message, in effect, 
has been sent by John L. Lewis of the United 
Mine Workers to Secretary of Interior Krug. 

Since the Government took over the mines 
last May, Secretary Krug has acted in the place 


of the operators, and Mr. Lewis is within his — 


rights in demanding a conferende to re-examine 
wage policy and discuss certain asserted griev- 
ances. But when he attempts to dictate the 
exact time and place, he is putting himself above 


the Government and indulging in dictatorial 


insolence. 

The Krug-Lewis agreement, which sets the 
terms for Government operation of the mines, 
went far in granting the sweeping demands of 
the union. It authorized a generous increase in 
wages, set up a health and welfare fund to 
which coal consumers contribute some $30,000,- 
000 a year, and provided liberal vacation pay. 

At the U.M.W.A. convention in Atlantic City 
early this month, Acting President John O’Leary 
described the Krug-Lewis paper as “a very 
splendid document,” and added, “That agree- 
ment, my friends, especially the clause with 
reference to health and welfare, is one of the 
greatest steps that has ever been taken by the 
United Mine Workers on this particular subject.” 

Yet it is this document which Mr. Lewis now 
denounces and demands revision of at once. One 
of his objections concerns failure to agree on 
retroactive vacation pay for miners who had 
worked only part of the previous year. The 
Government has agreed to grant pro rata vaca- 
tion pay for each month a miner worked. This 
seems generous enough. 

His other objection is that the health and wel- 
fare grant of 5 cents a ton be figured on the 
weight of coal before impurities are removed 
rather than after. This the Government has of- 
fered to submit to arbitration. 

At Atlantic City Mr. Lewis’s alter ego said: 

“The people want a return to a free economy 
and free collective bargaining, the kind of econ- 
omy that made America great.” 

It is appropriate to ask if Mr. Lewis thinks he 
is serving the ends of either a free economy or 
free collective bargaining when he insists on 
throwing his weight ominously about every few 


‘months and on imposing his demands by uni- 


lateral dictation. | 

What the public would like of the U.M.W.A. 
is less of Mr. Lewis and more of free collective 
bargaining by recognized processes. 
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Rx for Simplicity 

When Dr. William Carpenter MacCarty Sr., 
of the Mayo Clinic, urged simplification of medi- 
cal terms, he demonstrated how complex it is to 
be really simple. The first thing, of course, is 
to understand what simplicity means, which 
Dr. MacCarty doesn’t. 

He illustrates with the word “oligoden- 
droglima,” which he says is not simple because 
it means a type of tumor but doesn’t say 
whether it is malignant or not. It would simplify 
matters, he says, to use the word “ependymo- 
blastoma,” which means the same kind of ail- 
ment but specifies that it is malignant. 

Dr. MacCarty’s dilemma is that when he says 
“simple” he means “precise,” which is exactly 
the opposite of simple. The more precise a 
technical language is, the less simple it is to 
understand. The simple way to say “ependymo- 
blastoma” is: “A certain kind of malignant tu- 
mor.”’.

That's what we mean by simplification. 
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The Brush-Off 


The Toledo plan was brushed aside by the 
C1O Industrial Union Council again last night. 
This time the delegates didn’t even give Mayor 
Kaufmann’s peace proposal the benefit of dis- 
cussion. They let a motion to reconsider die 
for lack of a second. In effect, they told the 
Mayor they couldn't be bothered with sugges- 
tions from him, and they told all St. Louis they 
couldn’t- be disturbed by the community’s con- 
cern for industrial peace. 

The nonchalance of these CIO delegates is 
only matched by their acute ignorance of this 
industrial peace plan. One delegate virfually 
told them so. William D. McBride offered a 
motion to reconsider and said, “I don’t think 
there is .anyone in this assembly who knows 
what the plan is all about.” 

But ignorance is bliss and knowledge might 
be embarrassing. Both AFL and CIO spokes- 
men here have decreed that the United States 
Conciliation Service is enough and the Toledo 
plan would be superfluous. Yet in Toledo the 
Labor-Management-Citizens’ Committee ended a 
record of economic violence that the concilia- 
tion service had not stopped. And in Louisville, 
as Ted P. Wagner of the Post-Dispatch staff re- 
ported yesterday, labor has demanded interces- 
sion from a committee of the same kind, even 
when the conciliation service was on the scene. 

The plain facts are that the Toledo plan has 
worked in Toledo and it has worked in Louis- 
ville. It has prevented and averted serious 
strikes in both places, and it has not infringed 
upon any of the rights of labor. So maybe it 
eventually will occur to some of our local union 
officers that not everyone is out of step but Jim. 
Perhaps Jim is out of step. It is hardly plausi- 
ble that the leaders of labor could be wrong 
everywhere else and right only in St. Louis. 

If the Toledo plan doesn’t have anything to 
offer to industrial peace in St. Louis, then fore- 
warned isn’t forearmed, a stitch in time never 
saves any, and the propér moment for locking 
the barn door is while the horse is being stolen.

together, for both our prosperity and world power depend on it.

The farmer thoughtfully throws his fat- 
tening hogs another feed of corn. He says: 
“Those blankety-blank strikers. There ought 
to be a law.” 


The business man looks over his inven- 
tories—which reached an all-time record 
high of $30,000,000 in July. He says: “Those 
blankety-blank farmers were on strike, and 
where am I going to get pork chops? There 
ought to be a law.” 


The working man thinks about business 
profits and farmers’ income while he stalls 
on the job. Henry Ford II says labor pro- 
ductivity has gone down 34 per cent while 
labor cost has gone up 100 per cent, 


The worker says: “Those blankety-blank 
rich men have gone on strike against the 
consumer. Why should I kill myself work- 
ing? There ought to be a law.” 


Those -typical conversations give a fair 
picture of the United States economic sys- 
tem today, and they don’t make pretty 
reading. The one big domestic question 
before the American people today is: Can 
we make our private enterprise system 
work? 

We're not getting a very good answer this 
fall of 1946. We are short of autos and 
nails, sugar and newsprint, houses and soap, 
as well as meat. 


When the System Works 


Our system is called private enterprise 
or democratic capitalism or competitive 
capitalism or free enterprise. We won't 
quarrel over exact terms. We all know 
what it is. 


It’s not a rigid system, written out In a 
book the way Marx outlined Communism, 
Nobody gets purged if it can be proved he 
doesn’t follow the rules. It’s a system that 
developed gradually, as free men worked 
out their problems, It works well when 
men behave with a reasonable decency. It 
doesn’t work when the baker and butcher 
and the candlestick maker all try to make 
hogs of themselves. 


Too many Americans are acting like an 
avaricious banker. He has a “right” to 
foreclose the mortgage on the widow’s 
home, according to our capitalistic system. 
But he becomes a mighty wnpopular mem- 
ber of his community if he does, If there 
are enough like him, the law gets changed. 


Sure, the farmer has a perfect “right” to 
hang on to his hogs, Sure, the business 
man has a “right” to hoard scarce goods 
for a price rise. Sure, the worker has a 


“right” to demand unreasonably high wages 
that result in still higher prices. 


But what good will it do any of us if we 
go into a temporary boom only to meet a 
depression—a depression that may be short 
like that of 1920-21 if we’re lucky, or long 
and devastating like that after 19297 Our 
rights won't do any of us any good if we 
smash up our system, and high-tail it for 
a totalitarian system of the Left or Right. 


The one way out, right now, is to in- 
crease production. Paul G. Hoffman, chair- 
man of the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment and president of the Studebaker 
Corp., has much of the right prescription, 


A Problem in Restraint 


He says that “management, labor and 
Government must try to increase produc- 
tivity. Maladjustments inthe flow of ma- 
terials, industrial disputes and distortions 
in the wage and price structure have re- 
duced the, efficiency of production since 
V-J day in many industries, notably manu- 
facturing.” 

He adds: “Individuals, acting singly or 
collectively, must exercise restraint in rais- 
ing prices, wages and salaries, in recogni- 
tion of the common interest in avoiding 
a wage-cost-price spiral.” 

There are sound reasons for many wage 
increases and price rises. But a slow-down 
in production is utterly inexcusable, In war, 
the battle is the pay-off. In economic sys- 
tems, production is the pay-off. 

Communist Russia and Socialist Britain 
are making a drive for production. Russell 
Porter, writing in ye New York Times, 
warns: “While the free enterprise system 
lags far behind its potentialities, largely 
because of depreciation in the quality of 
productivity that made it great and gave 
Americans the highest standard of living in 
the world, its two foremost competitors for 
world pre-eminence are straining every 
nerve to develop that very quality to the 
greatest possible degree.” 

Our ways aren’t Russian ways, or Brit- 
ish ways. We don’t want as much gov- 
ernment interference in business as they 
have, We want to keep our system free 
and democratic, 

We must—for the sake of our people here 
at home and for the sake of our position 
in world leadership—make our system work. 

Let’s get down to work. There are no 
free rides for long under our system. Pro- 
duction is the pay-off. 
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Full Speed for Safety

Full speed ahead should be the order 
in the Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
job of drawing up improved national safe- 
ty rules for American railroads. It is an 
enormous task and has been delayed too 
long. 

At an ICC hearing in Cincinnati, railroad 
executives opposed the project. They point- 
ed to wide variances in rail conditions. 
They cast doubt on the need for a gen- 
eral tightening of standards. Yet the tens 
of thousands of track miles still scantily 
or wholly unguarded by automatic devices 
—devices successfully used for decades— 
testify powerfully against the executives, 

Really complete installations of safe- 
guards against the “human failures” of

nancial uncertainties, and heavy competi- 
tion from other carriers, confront the rail- 
roads.

A Bold Option. 


It would be wiser, and it would 
be more astute, to leave the satel- 
lite treaties tentative until a Euro- 
pean treaty centering around Ger- 
many can be negotiated. Our in- 
fluence in Eastern Europe is not 
very great, certainly not decisive, 
but it will be greater before we 
have signed the satellite treaties 
than it will be afterward. 

Moreover, if we take the bold 
step of sponsoring one multiple 
treaty for Europe as a whole, 
there would, of course, be some 
delay. We could most profitably 
and constructively use the interval 
to try to do what should in any 
event have been done before nego- 
tiating with Russia about Ger- 
Many; we could use our best ef- 
forts to promote agreement by 
Britain, France, Belgium, and the 
Netherlands about the region of 
the Ruhr, and to prepare the three 
western zones of Germany for a 
genuine federalism. 

That would enable the Western 
powers to negotiate with much 
greater effect. For then the west 
of Europe would be as well organ- 
ized as the east, and it would have 
great things to give and to with- 
hold in negotiating for a settlé- 
ment for Europe as 2 whole 
around the central problem of 
Germany.

It fell 
off from that high level because 
ithe company could not obtain es- 
‘sential workers in the fiercely 
ompetitive labor market. Today 
he Douglas payroll in California 
is about 23,000. That may ex- 
d a little but not more than a 
ew thousand. It is fairly clear 
that the aircraft industry will not 
Provide mass employment. 

It will take something else, 
something more nearly adapted to 
the pre-war pattern of living. A 
sizeable tornado named Henry J. 
Kaiser has a burning desire to 
supply that something. But the 
ultimate decisions are political. 

During the war, Kaiser built a 
steel plant at Fontana, 60 miles 
from Los Angeles, with money 
. borrowed from the Government. It 
was the first plant of its kind in 
this part of the world. 

Fontana has capacity orders 
well into 1948. At present high

Kaiser is looking ahead to the 
time when operation will not be 
capacity and when prices will 
drop. He wants to get his Gov- 
ernment loan scaited down, and 
one of his chief arguments is the 
fact that the Tinited States Steel 
Corp. was able to buy a Govern- 
ment-owned steel plant at Geneva, 
Utah, for 20 cents on the dollar. 
That, says Kaiser, gives his near- 
est competitor an unfair ad- 
vantage. 


Payroll or Dole. 


‘He and his two sons, Edgar and 
Henry Jr., are working like bea- 
vers, They have acquired from the 
War Assets Administration part of 
the Douglas plant at Long Beach 
and they have built into it equip- 
ment to manufacture their new 
motor cars. With Fontana in op, 
eration, together with a new sheet 
steel mill that the Kaisers want 
to build, you get a picture of an 
industrial complex such as this re- 
gion has never known before. 
But, to repeat, the decisions are 
political. This complex would rival 
the industrial complex of Pitts- 
burgh and Detroit. It would cut 
the trans-continental railroads out 
of a lot of business. 

That is one reason why the cry 
of “Government favoritism” is be- 
ing raised to checkmate Kaiser. 
Just as though Government favors 
—land grants to the railroads, for 
example—have not underwritten a 
large share of American enter- 
prise. 

The people will be here. This is 
a fact no one can look around. If 
they are not on a private payroll, 
then they will be on a Government 
dole.

Relaxations of Regula- 


tions Will End. 


Catholic church regulations for 
fasting and abstinence have been 
reinstated in the St. Louis Arch- 
diocese, effective Oct. 31, which is 
the vigil, or eve, of All Saints’ Day. 
A letter sent to pastors by Arch- 


bishop Joseph E. Ritter, conveying 
this information, will be read in 
the churches Sunday. It will re- 
quest Catholics to return to full 
observance of the regulations, 

Pope Pius XII in December, 
1941, granted authority to bishops 
in the United States to suspend 
the law of abstinence to such ex- 
tent as might seem required by 
wartime conditions. The late 
Archbishop John Joseph Glennon 
relaxed the regulations in this 
archdiocese. 

In some dioceses, such as that 
of Belleville, no relaxation was 
granted. The suspension applied 
to observance of Ember days and 
the vigils of solemn feasts, Pente- 
cost, Assumption, All Saints’ Day 
and Christmas.

SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Oct. 24 
(AP)—Dr. Leroy U. Gardner, a 
pioneer in silicosis research and 
an international authority on the 
industrial disease, died last night 
of a heart attack. He was 57 
years old. 

In 1926, at the age of 38, he 
was named director of the Sara- 
nac Laboratory for the Control of 
Tuberculosis, first institution of 
its kind in the United States dedi- 
cated solely to the study of the 
disease. Dr. Gardner utilized the 
laboratory facilities in his re- 
search on silicosis, a lung disease 
caused by inhalation of silicate 
or quartz dust.

The new law was signed by the 
Governor July 18 and an emer- 
gency clause made it effective im- 


late for the 
Board to remove names of candi- 
dates from pnNmar~ ballots.” 
Republican incumbent, Clarence 
H. Hackmann, seeking his third 
four-year term, and Marvin A. 
Meyer, Democrat, were both nom- 
inated without opposition. 
Hackmann’s title was changed 
to that of auditor under the new 
law, which permitted him to com- 
plete the term for which he was 
elected, ending next Dec. 31. After 
that the office will be filled by an 
appointee of the county court for 
a four-year term, at a salary to be 
fixed by the court. Hackmann’s 
salary under the old law is $6750 
& year. 

Duties of the auditor are sub- 
stantially the same as for. the 
comptroller—to act as budget and 
accounting officer, keep records 
of appropriations and expendi- 
tures of county officers, audit 
their accounts and prepare budget 
recommendations for the county 
court, 

The new law was adopted in 
line with a requirement under the 
new State Constitution that regu- 
lations governing counties of the 
same class be harmonized. Pre- 
viously, St. Louis and Jackson 
counties, the only two first-class 
counties, had different laws on 
county budget officers. 

The County Court is permitted, 
under the new law, to delegate 
the duties of Auditor to the County 
Clerk, if it finds that the pre- 
scribed duties can be performed 
efficiently by him. It is consid- 
e.ed unlikely that the St. Louis 
County Court will act under this 
provision, in view of the large 
amount of county business.

“As a result of this strike 
wage losses to our employes dur- 
ing the next few months will 
amount to $2,618,000.”

Now ac- 
tive are 5,000,000 policies with a 
face value of 38 billion dollars. 

Some policies have been ac- 
cumulating dividends at varying 
rates since the government insur- 
ance plan became effective in Oc- 
tober, 1940. 

Dividends on lapsed policies as 
well as those now in effect have 
yet to be paid. After the initial 
payment, dividends will be de- 
clared annually. Breining said 
the likely total of the first divi- 
dend payment or the average size 
of the first checks was “too com- 
plicated even to estimate.” 


CANADIAN LAW BARRING PLEA 
TO BRITISH COUNCIL ATTACKED 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (AP)—Five 
Canadian provinces opened a 
fight before the British Privy 
Council yesterday against a Ca- 
nadian law which would sever the 
Dominion’s last judiciary link 
with the throne of Britain. 

The case was brought on appeal 
from the Canadian Supreme 
Court, which upheld validity of 
a bill enacted by the Canadian 
Parliament in 1939 barring ap, 
peals from the Supreme Court to 
the Privy Council. The effect of 
the law would make the Canadian 
Supreme Court the last legal re- 


,. gort of Canadians. 


The appeal was taken by the 
provinces of Ontario, British Co- 
lumbia, New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, with Quebec as an inter- 
vener. Respondents were the at- 
torneys general of Canada and 
the provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan. 


13 YANKS IN BERLIN ARRESTED 
AFTER ATTACKS ON CIVILIANS 


BERLIN, Oct. 24 (UP)—Thir- 
teen American soldiers were under 
arrest today, charged with attack- 
ing several German civilians, in- 
cluding a Catholic priest and an 
elderly man. Military police ar- 
rested the G.I.s in two groups aft- 
er many reported assaults were 
traced by Army investigation 
agencies, 

Col, L. A. Prichard, Berlin staff 
judge advocate, said seven of the 
men would be tried in an Army 
court on charges of being drunk 
and disorderly. He identified the 
seven men facing court martial. 
They included Pvt. Arthur Wof- 
ford of St. Francois, Mo, 

An American police official said 
the attacks were “the actions of 
young hoodlums who did not fight 
the war, but are trying to make up 
for it by taking it out on German 
civilians now.” 


10 DIESEL ENGINES ORDERED 
BY MO, PAC., 7 BY M-K-T 


Orders for 10 diesel locomo- 
tives have been placed by the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad with the 
Electre-Motive Division of Gen- 
eral Motors, and the Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas line has ordered 
seven, it was announced today. 

Each locomotive consists 
units of 1500 horsepower. 
previous orders, Missouri Pacific 
has now contracted for 36 units 
and the Katy for 21. The Katy 
recently received six diesel switch 
engines now in use in the Dallas, 
Tex., yards. 

Thirty American lines have 
placed orders for the F3, new 
wide-range diesel locomotive, 
General Motors announced. Units 
can be made into 1500, 3000, 4500 
or 6000 horsepower locomotives 
by coupling them. By a change 
of gears, the locomotive can be 
used in hauling heavy freight or 
a passenger train.

UKE ELLINGTON parts company with Victor next month, 

takes his band, still one of the greatest, to the Musicraft 

outfit. He has been promised more voice in what num- 
bers he’s to record, one of the main points over which he and 
Victor fell out. Meanwhile, Victor, already with a bulging 
deep-freeze of Ellington waxings, has been busy recently mak- 
ing Ellington record his contract quota. This week, the Cam- 
den firm gets big-hearted and releases the first single by the 
Ellington band since January. The dry spell, of course, is 
the result of a quarrel. New sides are “Just Squeeze Me 
(But Don’t Tease Me),” a pop by Ellington and Lee Gaines, 
and the standard “Swamp Fire.” First has an odd opening, 
with Taft Jordan's trumpet, followed by a high-pitched vocal 
by Trumpeter Ray Nance and some Johnny Hodges alto sax. 
Duke and Bassist Oscar Pettiford set the pace on “S.F.,” and 
Hodges, Tenor Al Sears and Drummer Sonny Greer solo as the 
band rocks through a brilliant arrangement. Those unreleased 
Victors? Oh, the firm will probably issue them as they are 
their backlog of wax by Artie Shaw, who’s making a comeback 
now—with Musicraft. 
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“SLAM STEWART Swing Session,” a new Continental] al- 
bum, is musically worthwhile. Stewart, the singing bassist, is 
joined by Red Norvo, Johnny Guarnieri, Morey Feld, Chuck 
Wayne and Bill de Arango for some tasty jamming. Norvo’s 
vibes have seldom been better. Tunes are 
Turtle,” “Dozin’,” “Haw Haw,” “The One That Got Away,” all 
by Leonard Feather, “Talkin’ Back,” by Norvo; and “Time 
On My Hands.” From Disc comes an album by the Joe Sulli- 
van Quartet — Sullivan, Sidney Bechet, “Pops” Foster and 
George Wettling—whose work is up to par on “Sister Kate,” 
“Panama” and “Got It And Gone.” Sullivan’s piano solos are

Nations Assembly, those of us 
who remember the world’s fair 
will be thinking of that gigantic 
effort which brought together the 
art and the culture, the industrial 
and political exhibits, of so many 
countries in an effort to acquaint 
us with each other. 


The world’s fair was to me a 
most useful and interesting draw- 
ing together of people from many 
lands, end there are still remnants 
of that exhibit which might be 
used to increase our ‘understand- 
in~ now. 

For instance, I have a letter 
telling me of two famous Polish 
statues sent to the world’s fair 
which are still in the United 
States. It has: been suggested that 
these statues might be bought in 
this country, for they have been 
given by the sculptors to two sci- 
entific institutions in Poland in 
the hope that these institutions 
may be able to sell them and pur- 
chase some of the instruments 
which they need to build up the 
destroyed laboratories in Warsaw. 
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ONE OF THE STATUES is a 
life-size bronze figure of Marie 
Skdodowska Curie, by Ludwika 
Nitsch. There are three of these 
figures. One was bought by the 
French government for the city of 
Paris; another is at the Marie 
Curie Radium Institute in Warsaw 
and is one of the three statues in 
that city which escaped destruc- 
tion; and the third one, which is 
here in this country, is the last 
one available. 

It may be remembered that the 
women of this country presented 
Mme. Curie with a very valuable 
piece of radium when she came 


here years ago, This priceless 
American gift was saved by Polish 
scientists who managed to hide 
it during the six years of war, so 
it will be used again, as in prewar 
years, by the research laboratory 
of the Curie Institute in Warsaw. 
The proceeds from the sale of the 
Curie statue would go to this in- 
stitute. 

The second statue is of General 
Pulaski, done in gray granite by 
Ksawery Dunikowski. The pro- 
ceeds of the sale of this statute 
would go to the Institute of Ex- 
perimental Physics in Warsaw 
University. 

. . . 

PARTLY DUE to the great help 
of the Rockefeller Foundation, this 
institute, before the war, was one 
of the best research centers in 
central Europe, Naturally, the 
Germans plundered the institute 
and removed precious. instru- 
ments as early as 1939. But thanks 
to the energy of Professor Pien- 
kowski, the Institute started to 
function again last winter. The 
scholars and students alike, how- 
ever, worked under unbelievable 
conditions. For months they had 
neither windows nor doors, and 
the lack of many instruments has 
hampered them greatly. 

It is hoped that an American 
committee can be formed to sell 
these statues and place them in 
appropriate places in this country. 
Those who contribute can fee] that 
they are advancing the funda- 
mental things which are needed 
to rehabilitate Poland and its peo- 
ple, who have given us much help 
in the development of our own 
great country. The Polish citizens 
who migrated here may well “be 
proud of the contribution they 
have made to the development of 
the United States, and now we, 
as a people, have an opportunity 
to show our gratitude.

RABMEAT is available again 
(Cana is expensive but not any 

more expensive than a lot of 
other complete protein foods. 
Half-pound cans cost all the way 
from 65 to 89 cents and there is 
practically no waste. It combines 
excellently with cream sause and 
cheese to make an epicurean dish 
that is also tops nutritionally. 
Now and then it is a good idea 
to treat the family to something 
unusual. And while one is being 
different in the preparation of 
this dish, it’s well to be fancy 
and prepare some lovely crou- 
stades to serve the savory. in. 
This means cutting unsliced bread 
into two-inch thick slices, then 
trimming off the crusts neatly, 
and slicing out the insides neatly 
to leave a wall about half an inch 
thick. (Serve trimmings and 
scooped-out portion for valuable 
bread crumbs.) Then dip or brush 
sides of these bread boxes with 
melted shortening or margarine 
and toast to a rich color. Have 
the cruostades hot when ready to 
be filled with the crabmeat mix- 
ture. 

Crab Savory. 

Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine, one onion, size of a 
walnut, four tablespoons flour, 
two cups milk, one cup grated 
cheese (one-fourth pound), one- 
half pound crab meat, one tea- 
spoon or more prepared mustard, 
one-half small green pepper, 
chopped, salt and pepper to taste, 
parsley or pimiento strips. 

Melt butter in top of double 
boiler over direct heat. Add the 
finely chopped onion and saute 
until translucent. Then blend in 
the flour and add the milk gradu- 
ally to keep smooth. Cook, stirrin 
constantly until mixture boils a 
thickens. Add the cheese, coarsely 
flaked crabmeat, mustard and 
green pepper. Place over boiling 
water and heat until cheese melts 
and crab meat is thoroughly heat- 
ed through. Add salt and pepper 
to suit taste. Serve piping hot in 
hot croustades or over hot toast. 
Garnish with parsley or pimiento, 
Serves five or six.

ATHERS and mothers must go

THE CARETAKER of children 
should know what to do. If the 
children are in bed she must stay 
close by ready to speak the in- 
stant a child cries, ready with the 
drink, with the comforting, as- 
suring word. That she may be ac- 
ceptable to the children she must 
be known to them beforetime. 
Nothing so shocks a child as to 
wake up in the night and find 
that his mother is not at hand and 
a stranger in her place. That must 
not happen.

One-Time Barber in Heavy Money 
New Head of American Tobacco Co. Had to Quit School at 14 Years Old

» NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 


INCENT RIGGIO is a great 
V salesman but one product he 
refuses to sell is himself. 

Instead, for the past 41 years, 
he has been selling tobacco; for 
the past 39, the products of the 
American Tobacco Company; and 
for almost 30, its top brand, Lucky 
Strike cigarettes. 

When he started, he was one of 
a group of salesmen, Today he is 
the head man, president of 
American Tobacco and successor 
to the fabled late George Wash- 
ington Hill. 

Tobacco is one of the top in- 
dustries of the United States. That 
would be enough to make Riggio’s 
new job important but not news- 
worthy. It is tobacco advertising, 
especially through the medium of 
radio, which gives it the second 
quality. All America knows about 
Lucky Strikes and therefore the 
head man makes news. 


Lucky Strike pioneered in ra- 
dio, in big budget shows, in ex- 
travagant talent. George Wash- 
ington Hill, super-salesman, knew 
the value of controversy, used it 
in printed ads and in putting over 
such shows as Your Hit Parade. 
For 11 years America has listened, 
hummed and danced to the dic- 
tates of this show. A tune on the 
Hit Parade is money in the bank 
to song publishers, to record 
makers and juke box boys. 


But advertising was only part 
of selling to George Washington 
Hill. It laid the basis and some- 
body had to follow through. Vin- 
cent Riggio did that job. Hill and 
he worked side-by-side to make 
America cigarette-conscious, 
Lucky Strike conscious. Their 
success can be measured by how 
much of: it went up in smoke, 
Last year the American Tobacco 
Co., of which Lucky Strike is 90 
per cent, sold more than $596,- 
000,000 in sales volume. This year 
it’s going much higher. 


When Hill died suddenly last 
month, the advertising world 
waited anxiously for the name of 
his successor. Four days later, 
when Riggio was named to the 
presidency, the babble rose. Tide, 
the ad men’s weekly, captioned 
his picture “An enigma replaced 
a legend.” They missed the point. 
Riggio is no enigma, He's a 
simple common-sense salesman, 
and Lucky Strike, not Riggio, is 
his product. Riggio, to mangle 
metaphors shamelessly, in step- 
ping into Hill’s shoes, is mainly 
sticking to his own last—selling. 
The advertising department is 
supervised by young George Hill, 
just back from the Army. Riggio

Almost 
barricaded behind his big desk, a 
wariness glinted in his quick, 
brown eyes. ‘\Vhen the discussion 
opened with questions about the 
three large photographs hanging 
on one wall of the office, he re- 
laxed perceptibly. 


“Those are the three presidents 


of the American Tobacco Co.,” 
he explained. “James Buchanan 
Duke, Percival Hill and his son, 
George Washington Hill.” 

His tone, in talking of the men 
he had succeeded, was loaded with 
respect, He speaks with a mark- 
edly New York accent, with not 
the slightest trace of a foreign 
tinge. That’s undoubtedly because 
he came to this country—from 
Nicosia, Sicily—when he was a 
tot, back in 1883. His education 
was limited to New York public 
schools,

the famous huge tobacco leaf 
being stretched out in the hands 
of a burly tobacco farmer. 


Riggio answered all questions 
sparingly. But on two subjects— 


his farm and George Washington 
Hill—he was genuinely enthusias- 
tic. 

“You know,” he said of his pre- 
decessor, “he was the most stimu- 
lating man I ever knew. It kept 
you on your toes to work with 
him. He never stood still, Why, he 
was just as likely to have an idea 
at three in the morning and call 
me on the phone and wake me up 
to tell it to me. Then he’d be at 
the office before anyone else, wait- 
ing for me to talk it over, Or he’d 
be in a restaurant, just starting 
to eat, and get an idea, He'd for- 
get food completely.” 


Without self-consciousness, Rig- 
gio, he tells the typically Horatio 
Alger story of his youth. 


“My family,” he said, “were ter- 
ribly poor, poor even by the stand- 
ards of the lower East Side, I 
left school at 14 to take my first 
job. It was making trousers in a 
tailor’s shop at 722 East Eleventh 
street—I'll never forget that ad- 
dress. Then I went into my older 
brother’s barber shop and helped 
him. Later I got my own shop. 
But I never liked the work. One 
of my regular customers kept 
pestering me. He kept saying I 
would make a good salesman. I 
didn’t know. But he was so sure 
he took me over to Butler & 
Butler, who made Pall Mall ciga- 
rettes, when he heard of an open- 
ing. They hired me. I sold my 
barber shop at a profit. I liked 
selling tobacco.” 

In 1905, Pall Malls were a lux- 


ury item. They sold 10 for a 
quarter or’ 10 kingsize in a fancy 
box for 35 cents. Riggio traveled 
all over the country selling them. 
Later, he traveled even further 
for Lucky Strikes. “By train and 
car,” he said, “I covered more 
than 100,000 miles a year.” 

“I bought the farm in 1933. 


There are 112 acres. I’ve got a 
herd of Guernseys. Up until last 
week I had three bulls, but I sold 
two, About 2000 chickens and a 
good egg yield. About 50 sheep, 
some pigs. We have our own 
truck garden that feeds us and 
the families of the six men I have 
working on the place. And I’m 
proud of my orchard—about 500 
apple trees, 60 pear trees. We 
grow our own wheat, corn and 
oats for feed. 


The Riggios live alone on the 
farm :now. Their one daughter 
and two sons have grown up and 
married. They have seven grand- 
children, running in age from 5 
to 14. The pictures, posed family 
by family, spot his big desk. His 
daughter hag two sons; his oldest 
son, Frank, has two girls and a 
boy; his youngest son, Louis, has 
twin sons. The’ Riggio sons are 
also in the tobacco business, part- 
ners in Riggio Tobacco, which 
makes Regents—of slight compe- 
tition to their father.

West opened the spade king. 
Declarer won, ruffed a spade 
with dummy’s singleton trump, 
then led a low club to his blank 
queen—perhaps hoping to steal 
that trick, if East had the ace 
and failed to play it. There was 
no such luck, however. West cap- 


tured the club queen and prompt- 
ly cashed two spades. The ace of 
trumps was the setting trick. 

The moment South saw the 
dummy he should have realized 
that ruffing one spade in dum- 
my would do very little good— 
he still would have 
spades to lose, as well 
trump and one club. He could not 
hope to discard on dummy’s dia- 
monds until he had drawn 
trumps, and the moment he start- 
ed that process, the opponents 
would be free to cash their spade 
tricks. Nor would it be feasible 
to set up the club king by lead- 
ing the queen—a defender would 
win, lead a trump to take out 
dummy’s singleton, and then cash 
spades. 

The “catch” of the hand was to 
duck the opening spade lead! Ob- 
serve how this would transfer to 
the defenders all the insoluble 
problems that faced declarer if 
he won the first lead. What could 
West do next? If he cashed the 
heart ace and then continued 
with spades, South would win, 
draw trumps, and discard all his 
losers. If West led another spade 
immediately, dummy’s trump 
would preserve South’s spade ace. 
A diamond or club shift by West 
would also permit South to retain 
control of the spade suit while 
knocking out the trump ace and 
drawing trumps,
